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No perjury plans, prosecutors say 
Deans testimony

White House counsel John W. Dean

W atergate com mittee and federal 
grand juries apparently is withstand­ 
ing the test of the White House tapes. 
It was learned Tuesday night that the 
prosecutors have no plans to charge 
Dean with lying when he testified about 
White House discussions of the Water­ 
gate break-in. 


It also is known that Dean is con­ 
tinuing to cooperate closely with the 
prosecutors. He was seen entering their 
offices within the last couple of days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House and Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford are sounding a positive note on 
President Nixon’s ability to overcome 
W atergate despite a lack of public 
su p p o rt 
from

Republicans. 
White House P ress Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler portrayed Nixon Tuesday as 
determ ined to serve out his term and 
ready to tackle national 
problems 
ra th e r 
th an 
be 
“ consum ed 
by 
W atergate.” 
Ziegler said Nixon ‘‘knows that he 
has 
not 
been 
involved 
in 
the 
wrongdoing as charged” and plans to 
c o n c e n tra te his e n e rg ies now on 
legislative and foreign policy m atters. 
M eanw hile, 
F o rd 
vigorously 
defended Nixon at a news conference. 
He pictured Nixon as “ in good health 
mentally and physically” and said he 
received assurances during a one-hour, 
45-minute m eeting Monday that “ the 
President was not involved” in the 
apparently deliberate erasure of an 
18Mrminute portion of a key W atergate 
tape. 


Aside from Ford, however, there was 
little sign that key Republicans on 
Capitol Hill planned to speak out in 
Nixon’s behalf. 
Sen. 
Norris 
Cotton, 
R-N.H. 
who 
already has announced he won’t seek 
re-election, told reporters he sees “no 
reason why we shouldn’t rally around 
our P resident.” 


At a Republican Policy Committee 
meeting during the day, Senate GOP 
Leader Hugh Scott repeated his con­ 
tention that the White House has 
m aterial available that would absolve 
Nixon of the charge by John W. Dean 
III that he was part of the W atergate 
cover-up. 
Later, however, sources said the 
special W atergate prosecutor’s office 
had not found evidence to contradict 
D ean’s testim ony before grand juries 
and the Senate W atergate com m ittee. 
The source also said that Scott m ay 
have been m istaken, that he believes he 
is fam iliar with the m aterial Scott has 
seen and that it does not disprove 
D ean’s testimony. 
Bonus bill, 
restoration 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
representatives scheduled votes today 
on bills enabling paym ent of the 
Vietnam veterans’ bonus and requiring 
restoration of lands dam aged by oil and 
gas drilling. 
The latter probably will touch off the 
first floor debate this year on the 
energy crisis, and test the law m akers’ 
feelings about the environm ent in view 
of the fuel shortage. 
Rep. Robert J. Boggs, D-97 Jefferson, 
introduced the bill last May, and it has 
been in the House Rules Committee 
since July IO, long before the energy 
crisis becam e a household concern in 
Ohio. 
The bill, patterned to some degree 
after Ohio’s tough strip mining law 
which that industry now wants to relax, 
requires the posting of bond to assure 
that owners and operators of wells 
reclaim drilled land to m eet prescribed 
standards. 
Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, predicted passage of his bill 
that spells out the right of Ohio’s 
Vietnam era veterans to receive double 
their bonuses, otherwise to be paid in 
cash up to a m axim um $500, if they 
elect to spend them for educational 
benefits. 
The m easure is needed to im plement 
the $300 million bonus authorized by 
voters in the Nov. Selection. Passage of 
the im mediately-effective em ergency 
bill would perm it paym ents within the 
next few weeks, provided there is no 
snag in adm inistrative procedures. 
In floor action, the House voted 60-27 
to stream line laws that say Ohioans

The White House had notified Sirica 
that two of the conversations sought 
never were recorded and that a third 
contained an lS^-m inute gap that had 
o b lite ra te d all re fere n ces to the 
W atergate break-in. 
Last week, Sirica referred those 
three cases to special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski with a recom m endation he 
present evidence to a grand jury. J a ­ 
w orski’s staff began presenting the 
case to a grand jury on Monday. 
According to a m em orandum filed in 
court last August in support of the 
subpoena issued by the prosecutors, the 
crucial m eetings involving Dean oc­ 
curred on Sept. 15, 1972, and March 13 
and 21, 1973. 
Dean said that at the Sept. 
15, 
m eeting the President congratulated 
him on the “ good job” he had done and 
said he was pleased the case had 
“stopped with Liddy.” 
Dean testified that on M arch 13, the 
President told him he had approved 
executive clemency for W atergate con­ 
spirator E. Howard Hunt and that there 
would be no problem about raising $1 
million to buy the silence of all seven 
defendants. 
There were two m eetings on M arch 
21. All accounts agree that during the 
first, Dean gave the President his 
theory of the cover-up involving White 
House and p re sid e n tia l cam paign 
com m ittee officials. 
At the afternoon meeting, Dean said 
the possibility of White House and 
cam paign officials testifying before the 
grand jury was discussed and that after 
the session it was clear to him the 
cover-up would continue. 


TGE still plaguing 
area swine farmers 


Many Fayette County pork producers 
who haven’t had to deal with tran ­ 
sm issible 
gastroentiritis 
(TGE) 
in 
several years are feeling the effects of 
the latest serious outbreak of the 
disease. 
Hundreds of newborn pigs have been 
wiped out by the disease, which has hit 
Ohio’s top pork-producing counties the 
heardest. 
TGE is nothing new to hog farm ers, 
and in fact is present on various hog 
lots every year. But this y ear’s out­ 
break is much m ore widespread than 
usual, threatening significant portions 
of this y ea r’s hog crop. 
TGE has historically been noted as 
running six-year cycles. The largest 
outbreaks occur every five or six years. 
Older hogs who have had the disease 
build up an im munity to it and pass this 
im m unity on 
to th eir offspring.

Library board wins 
tax appeal judgment 


The Ohio Board of Tax Appeals has 
allocated a total of $90,541.17 from the 
1974 Fayette County classified property 
tax fund to the Carnegie Public Library 
Board of Trustees for 1974 operations. 
The judgm ent was reached by the 
Ohio Board of Tax Appeals after a 
hearing on an appeal filed by the 
Carnegie Public Library Board of 
Trustees against the Fayette Budget 
Commission and the Fayette County 
Board of Commissioners. 
The appeal was filed Sept. 21 after 
the 
Fayette 
County 
Budget 
Com­ 
mission allocated the library board 
$60,822 of the $95,000 estim ated 1974 
classified property tax fund. 
In its notice of appeal, the Carnegie 
Public Library Board of Trustees had 
requested a sum of $95,137.04 for its 
1974 operations. 
The m atter was subm itted to the 
Board of Tax Appeals on the notice of 
appeal and the testimony and evidence 


was presented at a hearing Dec. 14 in 
Columbus. 


ACCORDING TO the Board of Tax 
Appeals, upon consideration of the 
m atter, it appeared that in the Sep- 
tember-October 
distribution 
of 
the 
classified property tax the library 
board was given, in addition to the 
amount that it was originally allocated, 
the sum of $16,000 in residue. It further 
stated that sometime during the first 
part of Decem ber the library board of 
trustees transferred $22,000 from the 
general fund to its building and repair 
fund. The transfer was m ade under the 
provisions of the Ohio Revised Code. 
From the testimony and evidence, 
the Board of Tax Appeals judged that 
the library board, prior to the $22,000 
transfer of funds, had about $29,803 in 
its building and repair fund. After the

They brought 
the disease to the barns and got it 
started.

Tax breaks for big 
oil companies hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The con­ 
troversial issues of gasoline rationing 
and energy conservation have taken a 
tem porary back seat to a growing 
congressional dem and for a change in 
the tax breaks given big oil. 
P re sid e n t N ixon, in an energy 
m essage to Congress today, was ex­ 
pected to include his own proposal to 
tax excess profits by the oil companies. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
said, “Our tax policy, instead of en­ 
couraging energy development in the 
U.S., has m ade the Arab nations self- 
sufficient.” He spoke Tuesday as his 
investigations subcom m ittee wound up 
its second day of quizzing oil company 
executives on the extent of the energy 
crisis. 
Senate Finance chairm an Russell B. 
Long, D-La., who last month led a 
filibuster against em ergency energy 
legislation because of a provision to 
limit excess profits by the oil industry, 
said he would be willing to support tax 
legislation that would induce the com­ 
panies to turn their attention to ex­ 
ploration and development at home. 
The em ergency bill, which would 
give President Nixon power to order 
gas rationing and m andatory energy 
co n serv atio n m easu res, rem ained 
stalled by the continuing threat of a 
filibuster by Republicans and oil-state 
senators who oppose the excess profits 
provision. Long said he would not join 
the filibuster this time, but other 
senators vowed to stop the bill from 
ever coming to a vote. 
Jackson, who is the bill’s floor 
m anager, said a vote on shutting off 
debate would come early next week. 
After executives from 
the seven 
leading oil firm s told his subcommittee 
that the United States would require up 
to 15 years to become self-sufficient in 
energy, even with the incentive of high 
oil prices, Jackson said a rollback in 
the price of crude oil was called for. 
“This is a completely different tune 
than w e’ve been hearing on the floor of 
the Senate — that taking the lid off 
price would result in more oil.”

of

executives 
predicted gasoline prices would in­ 
crease by IO to 15 cents per gallon this 
year. 
M eanw hile, 
C ities 
S ervice 
Co. 
became the first of the large oil com ­ 
panies to report its profits for the fourth 


quarter of 1973, when the impact of the 
energy crisis began to be felt. 
Cities Service said its prelim inary 
profits for the last quarter of 1973 were 
$42.1 million, an increase of almost 50 
per cent over the sam e period in 1972. 
On the subject of tax reform , Jackson 
said that for starters the "foreign tax 
credit has got to be chopped off.” 
Under that credit, oil companies can 
deduct from their U.S. taxes royalties 
and 
o th er 
p ay m en ts 
to 
foreign 
governments. 
At a hearing of the Senate Finance 
Committee, M ortimer Caplin, former 
Internal Revenue Commissioner, and 
Jerom e Kurtz, form er Treasury tax ex­ 
p e rt, ag reed with Sen. A braham 
Ribicoff, I)-Conn., that Congress should 


consider cutting back or ending such 
tax benefits.

Mideast arms race worrisome

Scarcely noticed in a blizzard of 
developments, a secondstring arm s 
race around the Arab E ast periphery 
makes for melancholy com m entary on 
long-range hopes for tranquility in that 
sensitive region. 
The M iddle E a st o rd in arily 
is 
complex enough. The world oil crisis 
m ade m a tte rs v astly m ore com ­ 
plicated, and what goes on in the 
Persian Gulf area might look to a 
detached observer at times as if dic­ 
tated by some sort of demented logic. 
The whole Middle East long has been 
vulnerable to the perils of a superpower 
showdown. A fter each explosion, 
Moscow proceeds to rearm Syria and 
Egypt and Washington to rearm Israel. 
Yet there is a suspicion Moscow used 
its leverage as a source of arm s to 
squeeze Syria into at least listening to 


settlem ent proposals. T here’s a sim ilar 
suspicion that the United States used 
access to American arm s as an arm - 
twisting device in Israel. There is even 
a Tel Aviv report that Israel is pro­ 
ducing electronic weaponry to reduce 
her dependency on U.S. arm s. 
For all of this apparent fear of arm s 
buildups, however, an odd picture is 
unfolding of spirited Western com­ 
petition to peddle arm s in the Arab 
East. 
Lately 
British, 
French 
and 
Americans have been prowling the 
Persian Gulf area seeking arm s deals 
with sheiks and princes. This began 
before there was any thought of a set­ 
tlement on the war fronts, even before 
the October war began. 
The French and British both landed 
arm s 
co n tracts 
in 
the 
A rabian 
peninsula before the outbreak of the 
October war. Now French diplomacy is 
highly and competitively visible in 


Saudi Arabia in the wake of a new deal 
to deliver weaponry plus industrial 
equipment and knowhow in return for a 
guaranteed flow- of oil. 
The United States professes anxiety 
about “ maintaining the arm s balance ’ 
in the Middle East, but Americans also 
are heavily involved in the competition 
to sell arm s in the Gulf area. 
The Arab E ast’s northern tier is 
made up of two potentially powerful 
elements, one with large amounts of 
Russian arm s, the other possessing 
large amounts of U.S. m ilitary hard­ 
ware. 
South of that tier there is the spec­ 
tacle, for example, of Abu Dhabi, a tiny 
desert em irate of 80,000, spending oil 
riches for a swarm of French Mirage 
jets, perhaps 32 in all. Abu Dhabi has 
an arm y of 8,000 with Pakistani, Jo r­ 
danian and British officers, an unlikely 
m atch for any strin g enemy.

Beef prices 
rising again

It’s budget stretching time again for 
millions of Americans who are finding 
beef prices on the rise after a brief spell 
of stability. 
An Associated Press survey shows 
beef prices at the retail level rose IO 
and 20 cents a pound on most items in 
the past two weeks. 
The boosts reflect higher wholesale 
costs — up about 25 or 30 per cent since 
the beginning of December. People in 
the industry say the higher wholesale 
costs are the result of production 
cutbacks that stemmed from last 
year’s freeze. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
reporting on the Consumer 
Price 
Index, said Tuesday that retail food 
costs during 1973 rose 20.1 per cent. The 
December boost was three-tenths of 
one per cent. 
A glance at the meat counter was all 
it took to confirm the bad news. 
At Shaw’s supermarket chain in New 
England, lean hamburger was selling 
for $1.29 a pound this week. Last week, 
the price was $1.09 a pound and a year 
ago it was 99 cents. That’s an increase 
of about 30 per cent over one year. 
Eugene Owens, the meat buyer for 
Shaw’s, blamed wholesale price rises. 
“ It s been nothing but up every day for 
six weeks,” he said. “ We held as long 
as we could. And from what we can tell, 
it looks like prices will hold at the 
higher level for the next two or three 
months.” 
A spokesman for Fisher Foods Inc. in 
Cleveland, Ohio, said that in the past 
three weeks ground beef went from 88 
to 98 cents a pound. He said the 
wholesale prices leveled off this week, 
but added: “ Everything we’ve heard 
nationally is that prices are going to go 
up until spring.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has predicted 
that the Arab oil embargo will be lifted 
before the projected 40-day dis­ 
engagement of Israeli and Egyptian 
forces is completed. 
“ We have had every reason to 
believe that success in the negotiations 
would mark a major step toward en­ 
ding the oil embargo. We would 
therefore think that failure to end the 
embargo in a reasonable time would be 
highly inappropriate,” Kissinger said 
Tuesday at his first news conference 
since returning from the Middle East. 
Asked 
whether 
he 
believed 
the 
embargo would be lifted after the 40- 
day disengagement period, Kissinger 
said, “ I 
think 
in more ambitious 
terms.” 
Then he was asked whether he thinks 
it will be ended sooner and Kissinger 
replied, “ Yes.” 
Kissinger stressed that the United 
States did not commit itself to new 
obligations in the Mideast talks. 
“ Both sides found it easier to accept 
a U.S. proposal as to the limitation of 
their forces than ta accept limitations

ta . 


which seemed to be demanded by the 
other side,” Kissinger said. 
This “ does not constitute a U.S. 
guarantee, it was a device by which the 
United States made it possible to 
convey to the other their acceptance of 
certain limitations on the armaments,” 
the secretary of state said. 
However, Kissinger acknowledged 
that the United States will be involved 
in the Middle East if the agreement 
breaks down. 


While Kissinger explained in his 
usual scholarly fashion the U.S. role in 
the Middle East, he was obviously 
irritated when asked what he knew 
about the activities of the plumbers, the 
White House intelligence group, 
Kissinger denied that he misled the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
when he testified about the plumbers 
last fall.

New chance for the checkoff

Quite a bit has been made of the 
Internal Revenue Service’s moves to 
simplify this year’s income tax 
forms and instructions. No longer 
will taxpayers have to list names 
and dates in 
claiming

tributions. A separate schedule for 
reporting dividends and interest will 


not be required And so on, all in the 
name of making it easier to fill out 
the form. 
That is welcome news, but another 
change is of greater significance. 
This has to do with the checkoff 
system whereby the taxpayer may 
designate a dollar to be used in 
financing presidential elections. Not 
only can this be done with regard to 


the 1976 election, but also taxpayers 
who did not check off their dollar last 
year may do so this time around. 
The checkoff system was a bust 
when first tried last year, but this 
new impetus should help to get it off 
the ground. That would be hear­ 
tening, for this method of con­ 
tributing could do much to ease the 
campaign financing problem.

He called his 
organization the Brotherhood of 
Eternal Love. 


BLISS WAS IT in that dawn of 1966 to 
be alive to tune in, turn on, and drop 
out, maybe by accident from an LSD- 
induced fall from a second-story 
window. The stuff uncorked by Dr. 
Leary 
was 
far 
more 
potent 
for 
hallucination than Aldous Huxley's half 
a gram of soma. The unfortunate 
doctor, with the help of the Weather­ 
men, escaped from jail and high tailed 
for Algeria for a rendezvous with 
Eldridge Cleaver, the revolutionary 
P anther, but eventually he was 
corailed by the law again and returned 
to the clink. 
His Brotherhood of Eternal Love, 
meanwhile, had come under the in­ 
vestigation of Sen. James O. Eastland’s 
Senate 
Internal 
Security 
Sub­ 
committee. The senator had no call to 
be doing religious research, but it 
seems that one of the tenets of the 
Brotherhood of Eternal Love’s peculiar 
faith was large-scale passport fraud.

Three hundred 
thousand pounds of hashish would 
generate millions of hashish highs. 
And beyond hashish there is liquid 
hashish. Two or three drops of this can 
have horrible mind-blowing con­ 
sequences. 
A lot of people doubt that m arijuana 
and its stronger derivatives do any 
irreparable harm. Dr. Olav Braenden,

Laboratory in Geneva, who testified 
before E astland, contradicts this 
notion. 
He finds that even small 
amounts of marijuana build up in the 
fatty tissues, in the brain, and in the 
gonads, very much like DDT. Fed 
considerable amounts of the stuff, 
animals have produced offspring with 
deformities—in a manner, so Eastland 
says, that “resembles the damage done 
by thalidomide.” 
Eastland speaks of “playing genetic 
Russian roulette.” What a business for 
an organization called the Brotherhood 
of Eternal Love.

A man reaches a peak when his first 
son gets old enough to shovel the snow. 
Next he’ll be big enough to be trusted 
with the power mower and Dear Old 
Dad can add a summer of no grass- 
cutting to the winter of no snow- 
shoveling and the fall of no leaf-raking. 
This is the summit sighted when 
mother first announces that the first­ 
born cleared the light snow from the 
sidewalk by himself for the first time. 
But that joy is more a plateau than a 
peak. 
For a boy willingly undertakes these 
tasks for a very limited number of 
years. 
Soon his excitement at being allowed 
to shovel the snow by himself, his thrill 
at being trusted with the growling 
mower will fade. The joy of manly 
chores dims with the arrival of interest 
in sports or girls — or both — or the 
higher motive of performing for pay 
the tasks his parents once granted 
grudingly as a reward for ascending 
boyhood. 
In fairness, be it noted that such 
plateaus are not exclusively male 
domain. Girls may not pursue snow- 
shoveling or grass-cutting — although 
if that’s their pleasure let ’em — but 
they follow sim ilar trails through baby­ 
sitting and dishwashing. The pig-tailed 
cutie who begged for the honor of dish­ 
washing at 8 wails with homework, 
colds, urgent telephone calls and ap­ 
proaching paralysis when offered that 
chance at 15.

satelliting live or videotape pictures of 
the astronauts’ return will be on the 
carrier, the networks say. 


But their television team s, of course, 
will be aboard the ship with other 
new sm en and will videotape the 
splashdown and recovery operations 
and the cerem onies welcoming the as­ 
tronauts home. 
If no m ajor delays develop during all 
this, a Navy aircraft will fly the 
videotape to San Diego for pickup by 
the networks, hopefully in tim e for 
their regular evening news program s. 
The next manned U.S. space flight 
isn’t scheduled until July 1975. It’ll 
involve not only our astronauts, but 
also those of Russia.

DECORATING TIPS. 
Fabric shades are a pretty answer to 
a window decorating problem. They 
are easy to install, easy to use, and 
control light, too. If your decorating 
budget is small, cover the shades 
yourself. 
Purchase new shades or use old ones 
that are in good shape. Be sure the 
shade is properly installed and in good 
working order. One tip—when com ­ 
pletely rolled up, the fabric covered 
shade will be about twice the size of a 
plain shade. You’ll need to use ad­ 
justable brackets that can be extended 
to hold the large roll. 
Firm, 
closely 
woven 
fabric 
are 
easiest to manage. Trim the selvages 
and press out any folds and wrinkles. 
Do all your work on a firm surface 
such as a large table or a bare floor. 
Unroll the shade leaving 1‘2 to 2 full 
turns on the roller. Measure the width 
of the shade and the length plus two 
inches to turn under at the bottom. 
Using these measurements, cut and fit 
the fabric to each shade individually. 
Press the fabric again and roll the right 
side of the fabric to the inside of the 
roll. 
Several kinds of adhesives are 
available. White liquid glue mixed with 
and aqual amount of water gives good 
results. Apply the glue with a small 
paint brush. 
Starting at the bottom of the shade, 
snrpad tho glue mixture evenly over 
the entire width and about 2 feet of the 
length of the shade. Allowing two in­ 
ches to turn under at the bottom, fit the 
fabric to the shade. Unroll the shade a 
few inches at a time; with your hands, 
press the fabric upward and outward 
onto the glued shade. Continue to glue 
and press until the shade is completed. 
With a small brush, touch up the 
edges of both sides with the glue 
mixture. This assures a good seal and 
prevents the fabric from reveling. Turn 
the shade over and glue the 2-inch 
allowance to the back of the shade. 
Check the entire shade, smoothing 
the fabric firmly with your hands to get 
rid of any air bubbles or loose spots. 
Roll the shade up loosely and let dry 
thoroughly before hanging it in place.

Testimony heard 
in mass murders 
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HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Dean A. 
Corll, 
alleged 
mastermind 
in 
the 
slayings of 27 teenagers, shouted “ kill 
me ... kill me’’ before he was shot to 
death last August, a witness has 
testified. 
Timothy Kerley, 20, took the stand in 
a pretrial hearing on Tuesday and 
testified he was marked for death at a 
party in Corll’s suburban Pasadena 
home last Aug. 8. 
He said he was saved when Elmer 
Wayne Henley, 17, pulled a gun and 
shot the 33-year-old Corll five or six 
times. 
Henley is to testify today at the 
pretrial hearing, being held in advance 
of Henley’s murder trial in the death of 
Charles R. Cobble, 17. 
Kerley, 
Henley 
and 
Rhonda 
Williams, 15, had passed out at the 
Corll home after sniffing paint and 
drinking beer and liquor. All three 
awoke to find themselves bound and 
gagged. 
“ I had enough sense to be aware that 
I was to be killed,’’ Kerley testified. 
Henley was released by Corll. Police 
have said Henley told them the other 
two were stripped nude and tied to a 
large plywood board in a bedroom. 
Miss Williams also testified Tuesday. 
But she was allowed to give her account 
behind closed doors in the chambers of 
District Court Judge William Batten 
because she is a juvenile. 


Kerley testified Corll was about to 
sexually assault him when Henley 
intervened. 
“ Wayne said, 
‘You’ve 
gone 
far 
enough, Dean.’ Dean jumped up and 
ran at him with his hands raised and 
said, Kill me, Wayne, kill me.’ And 
that’s what he did," Kerley said. 
Corll’s death has been ruled self- 
defense. 
“ Wayne said maybe we should just 
leave, I said no, we should call the 
police, and he said okay,’’ Kerley 
testified. 
The three went out on the sidewalk 
after calling police. Henley then said 
“ he had done that four or five times,’’ 
Kerley testified. 
Under questioning by defense lawyer 
Will Gray, Kerley said Henley had not 
said he had killed four or five persons, 
but that was what Kerley interpreted 
the statement to mean. 
Henley is charged with six counts of 
murder in the slayings.

This deal comes from the 1966 
Tournament of Champions 
played annually in Deauville, 
France. With A varelli and 
D’Alelio of Italy North-South, 
and Konstam and Harrison- 
Gray of England East-West, the 
bidding went as shown. 
Gray led the king of spades, 
on which Konstam played the 
nine. Ordinarily, the play of the 
nine—obviously a high-card 
signal—would constitute a 
request for West to continue the 


suit. That is the way almost 
everyone plays, and that is the 
way Gray interpreted the nine. 
But when Gray led another 
spade, D’Alelio ruffed and 
easily made the contract. Had 
Gray shifted to a diamond, the 
defense would have won the 
first three tricks to put declarer 
down one. 
Obviously, Gray and Kon­ 
stam were working on different 
wave lengths. Konstam in­ 
tended the spade nine as a 
signal for Gray to shift to a 
diamond—the higher-ranking of 
the two side suits (clubs and 
diamonds). This was in accord 
with the suit-preference con­ 
vention played by Konstam in 
such situations. 
It can be argued that Gray 
should have switched to a 
diamond despite what he 
thought was a come-on signal in 
spades, because he could infer 
from the bidding that South had 
no more spades. 
The answer to this, if we 
accept Gray’s thesis that there 
can be no suit-direction signal 
at trick one, is that Konstam 
was 
commanding 
another 
spade lead because he did not 
want any other suit played. 
But the practical answer is 
that any pair who agree to play 
in a major championship should 
settle in advance the methods of 
defense they plan to use. It is 
unreasonable to expect har­ 
monious results when the 
trombone is playing Sousa and 
the cello is playing Beethoven.

Ziegler becomes operative again

WASHINGTON (AP) - White House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, a 
survivor of highlevel recommendations 
that he be replaced because he lacked 
credibility, is back confronting the 
media again. 
“ I intend to give more briefings,” 
Ziegler announced Tuesday. He had 
just surprised the White House press 
corps by returning to the press room 
podium after a lengthy absence from 
regular briefings. 
Ziegler’s credibility was shaken last 
year when he declared “ inoperative” 
Watergate-related statements he had 
made over a period of months. 
“ Six months is too long to be away 
from my friends in the press,” he told 
White House reporters with whom he 
often has been at odds. 
Ziegler has not appeared regularly to 
brief reporters at the White House 
since last June. As questions about his 
credibility were raised by the press 
corps, key Nixon advisers Melvin R. 
Laird and former Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally suggested that he be 
replaced. 
But Ziegler, a former advertising 
executive with the J. Walter Thompson 
agency, has survived and been given 
added stature as a presidential assist­ 
ant. 
While abdicating the briefing podium 
to his stand-in, Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren, Ziegler has surfaced 
periodically to handle major an­ 
nouncements. He last appeared Nov. 29 
when Warren was ill. 
Some veteran White House reporters 
suspect Ziegler is returning because 
Nixon wants his most trusted press 
man out front now that the serious is­ 
sues 
of 
impeachment 
and 
the 
possibility of more Watergate 
in­ 
dictments are coming to the fore. 
Asked why Ziegler was returning, 


Warren said. “ The President thought it 
was a good idea and Ron wanted to do 
it.” 
At a 50-minute Tuesday morning 
briefing, Ziegler faced a barrage of 
Watergate-related questions. 
One reporter asked. “ Do you think 
your credibility has been restored?” 
“ I think credibility is always a 
question that has to be determined by 
the listener,” Ziegler said. He said that 
in speaking for the White House he has 
stated the facts as he knew them to be 
and could speak "in very good con­ 
science.” 


Asked about a new White House 
directive that all White House aides 
report to him on their contacts to the 
press, Ziegler said the procedure was 
launched because many news stories 
have been quoting anonymous White 
House sources. He said Nixon aides 
now would “ go on the record as much 
as possible except when it is beneficial 
to us or to you.” 
When thebriefing was over, the press 
secretary was asked how he liked 
getting back into the fray. 
“ Well, it hasn’t changed much,” 
Ziegler replied. 
Ohio corn planting to increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—The Ohio 
Crop Reporting Service had good news 
for consumers Tuesday when it 
reported a survey indicated the state’s 
farmers plan to boost 1974 corn plan­ 
tings by 15 per cent. 
Corn is the most important livestock 
feed grain for producing meat, milk 
and poultry. This year’s crop, to be 
harvested in the fall, will be a key to 
those supplies through 1975. 
The reporting service’s survey 
showed an intended corn planting of 3.8 
million acres in 1974, compared to the 
3.3 million last year, while soybean 
acreage will drop 8 per cent from 3.6 
million to 3.3 million acres. 
But officials cautioned that actual 
plantings could be changed by the 
shortage of nitrogen fertilizer. If the 
shortage is acute, corn acreage could 
go down and soybean acreage could go 
up. 
The predicted corn-soybean total was 
7.1 million acres, compared to 6.9 
million acres in 1973. The net increase 
of 200,000 acres was only a small part of 
the 2.5 million additional acres 
released in Ohio for planting by the 
federal government. 
Officials said part of that additional 


acreage went to winter wheat. Ohio 
farmers are expected to increase that 
planting from 755,000 acres to 1.5 
million acres. 
The remaining 1.5 million acres of 
cropland remained undedicated to 1974 
crops at the time of the survey, officials 
said.

He pictured Nixon as “in good health 
mentally and physically” and said he 
received assurances during a one-hour, 
45-minute meeting Monday that “the 
President was not involved” in the 
apparently deliberate erasure of an 
18^-minute portion of a key Watergate 
tape. 


Aside from Ford, however, there was 
little sign that key Republicans on 
Capitol Hill planned to speak out in 
Nixon’s behalf.

At a Republican Policy Committee

Bonus bill, 
restoration 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
representatives scheduled votes today 
on bills enabling payment of the 
Vietnam veterans’ bonus and requiring 
restoration of lands damaged by oil and 
gas drilling. 
The latter probably will touch off the 
first floor debate this year on the 
energy crisis, and test the lawmakers’ 
feelings about the environment in view 
of the fuel shortage. 
Rep. Robert J. Boggs, D-97 Jefferson, 
introduced the bill last May, and it has 
been in the House Rules Committee 
since July IO, long before the energy 
crisis became a household concern in 
Ohio. 
The bill, patterned to some degree 
after Ohio’s tough strip mining law 
which that industry now wants to relax, 
requires the posting of bond to assure 
that owners and operators of wells 
reclaim drilled land to meet prescribed 
standards. 
Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, predicted passage of his bill 
that spells out the right of Ohio’s 
Vietnam era veterans to receive double 
their bonuses, otherwise to be paid in 
cash up to a maximum $500, if they 
elect to spend them for educational 
benefits. 
The measure is needed to implement 
the $300 million bonus authorized by 
voters in the Nov. Belection. Passage of 
the immediately-effeetive emergency 
bill would permit payments within the 
next few weeks, provided there is no 
snag in administrative procedures. 
In floor action, the House voted 60-27 
to streamline laws that say Ohioans

Ja­ 
worski’s staff began presenting the 
case to a grand jury on Monday. 
According to a memorandum filed in 
court last August in support of the 
subpoena issued by the prosecutors, the 
crucial meetings involving Dean oc­ 
curred on Sept. 15, 1972, and March 13 
and 21, 1973.

TGE still plaguing 
area swine farmers 


Many Fayette County pork producers 
who haven’t had to deal with tran­ 
smissible 
gastroentiritis 
(TGE) 
in 
several years are feeling the effects of 
the latest serious outbreak of the 
disease. 
Hundreds of newborn pigs have been 
wiped out by the disease, which has hit 
Ohio’s top pork-producing counties the 
heardest. 
TGE is nothing new to hog farmers, 
and in fact is present on various hog 
lots every year. But this year’s out­ 
break is much more widespread than 
usual, threatening significant portions 
of this year’s hog crop. 
TGE has historically been noted as 
running six-year cycles. The largest 
outbreaks occur every five or six years. 
Older hogs who have had the disease 
build up an immunity to it and pass this 
im m unity on

The Ohio Board of Tax Appeals has 
allocated a total of $90,541.17 from the 
1974 Fayette County classified property 
tax fund to the Carnegie Public Library 
Board of Trustees for 1974 operations. 
The judgment was reached by the 
Ohio Board of Tax Appeals after 
hearing on an appeal filed by 
Carnegie Public Library Board 
Trustees against the Fayette Budget

$60,822 of the $95,000 estimated 1974 
classified property tax fund. 
In its notice of appeal, the Carnegie 
Public Library Board of Trustees had 
requested a sum of $95,137.04 for its 
1974 operations. 
The matter was submitted to the 
Board of Tax Appeals on the notice of 
appeal and the testimony and evidence 


was presented at a hearing Dec. 14 in 
Columbus. 


ACCORDING TO the Board of Tax 
Appeals, upon consideration of the 
m atter, it appeared that in the Sep- 
tember-October 
distribution 
of 
the 
classified property tax the library 
board was given, in addition to the 
amount that it was originally allocated, 
the sum of $16,000 in residue. It further 
stated that sometime during the first 
part of D ecem ber the library board of 
trustees transferred $22,000 from the 
general fund to its building and repair 
fund. The transfer was m ade under the 
provisions of the Ohio Revised Code. 
From the testimony and evidence, 
the Board of Tax Appeals judged that 
the library board, prior to the $22,000 
transfer of funds, had about $29,803 in 
its building and repair fund.

Tax breaks for big 
oil companies hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The con­ 
troversial issues of gasoline rationing 
and energy conservation have taken a 
tem porary back seat to a growing 
congressional dem and for a change in 
the tax breaks given big oil. 
P re sid e n t N ixon, in an energy 
m essage to Congress today, was ex­ 
pected to include his own proposal to 
tax excess profits by the oil companies. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
said, “Our tax policy, instead of en­ 
couraging energy development in the 
U.S., has m ade the Arab nations self- 
sufficient.” He spoke Tuesday as his 
investigations subcom m ittee wound up 
its second day of quizzing oil company 
executives on the extent of the energy 
crisis. 
Senate Finance chairm an Russell B. 
Long, D-La., who last month led a 
filibuster against em ergency energy 
legislation because of a provision to 
limit excess profits by the oil industry, 
said he would be willing to support tax 
legislation that would induce the com ­ 
panies to turn their attention to ex­ 
ploration and development at home. 
The em ergency bill, which would 
give President Nixon power to order 
gas rationing and m andatory energy 
co n serv atio n m easu res, rem ained 
stalled by the continuing threat of a 
filibuster by Republicans and oil-state 
senators who oppose the excess profits 
provision. Long said he would not join 
the filibuster this time, but other 
senators vowed to stop the bill from 
ever coming to a vote. 
Jackson, who is the bill’s floor 
m anager, said a vote on shutting off 
debate would come early next week. 
After executives from the seven 
leading oil firm s told his subcommittee 
that the United States would require up 
to 15 years to become self-sufficient in 
energy, even with the incentive of high 
oil prices, Jackson said a rollback in 
the price of crude oil was called for. 
“This is a completely different tune 
than we’ve been hearing on the floor of 
the Senate — that taking the lid off 
price would result in more oil.”

predicted gasoline prices would in­ 
crease by IO to 15 cents per gallon this 
year. 


M eanw hile, 
C ities

Co. 
became the first of the large oil com ­ 
panies to report its profits for the fourth 


quarter of 1973, when the impact of the 
energy crisis began to be felt. 
Cities Service said its prelim inary 
profits for the last quarter of 1973 were 
$42.1 million, an increase of alm ost 50 
per cent over the sam e period in 1972. 
On the subject of tax reform , Jackson 
said that for starters the “foreign tax 
credit has got to be chopped off.” 
Under that credit, oil companies can 
deduct from their U.S. taxes royalties 
and

At a hearing of the Senate Finance 
Committee, M ortimer Caplin, former 
Internal Revenue Commissioner, and 
Jerom e Kurtz, form er Treasury tax ex­ 
p e rt, ag reed with Sen.

Scarcely noticed in a blizzard of 
developments, a secondstring arm s 
race around the Arab E ast periphery 
makes for melancholy com m entary on 
long-range hopes for tranquility in that 
sensitive region. 
The M iddle E a st o rd in arily is 
complex enough. The world oil crisis 
m ade m a tte rs v astly m ore com ­ 
plicated, and what goes on in the 
Persian Gulf area might look to a 
detached observer at times as if dic­ 
tated by some sort of dem ented logic. 
The whole Middle East long has been 
vulnerable to the perils of a superpower 
showdown. A fter each explosion, 
Moscow proceeds to rearm Syria and 
Egypt and Washington to rearm Israel. 
Yet there is a suspicion Moscow used 
its leverage as a source of arm s to 
squeeze Syria into at least listening to 


settlem ent proposals. T here’s a sim ilar 
suspicion that the United States used 
access to American arm s as an arm- 
twisting device in Israel. There is even 
a Tel Aviv report that Israel is pro­ 
ducing electronic weaponry to reduce 
her dependency on U.S. arm s. 
For all of this apparent fear of arm s 
buildups, however, an odd picture is 
unfolding of spirited Western com­ 
petition to peddle arm s in the Arab

Lately 
British, 
French

Americans have been prowling the 
Persian Gulf area seeking arm s deals 
with sheiks and princes. This began 
before there was any thought of a set­ 
tlement on the war fronts, even before 
the October war began. 
The French and British both landed 
arm s 
co n tracts 
in 
the 
A rabian 
peninsula before the outbreak of the 
October war. Now French diplomacy is 
highly and competitively visible in 


Saudi Arabia in the wake of a new deal 
to deliver weaponry plus industrial 
equipment and knowhow in return for a 
guaranteed flow of oil. 
The United States professes anxiety 
about “ m aintaining the arm s balance” 
in the Middle East, but Americans also 
are heavily involved in the competition 
to sell arm s in the Gulf area. 
The Arab E ast’s northern tier is 
m ade up of two potentially powerful 
elem ents, one with large amounts of 
Russian arm s, the other possessing 
large am ounts of U.S. m ilitary hard­ 
ware. 
South of that tier there is the spec­ 
tacle, for example, of Abu Dhabi, a tiny 
desert em irate of 80,000, spending oil 
riches for a swarm of French Mirage 
jets, perhaps 32 in all. Abu Dhabi has 
an arm y of 8,000 with Pakistani, Jo r­ 
danian and British officers, an unlikely 
m atch for any strin g enemy.

Beef prices 
rising again

It’s budget stretching time again for 
millions of Americans who are finding 
beef prices on the rise after a brief spell 
of stability. 
An Associated Press survey shows 
beef prices at the retail level rose IO 
and 20 cents a pound on most items in 
the past two weeks. 
The boosts reflect higher wholesale 
costs — up about 25 or 30 per cent since 
the beginning of December. People in 
the industry say the higher wholesale 
costs are the result of production 
cutbacks that stemmed from last 
year’s freeze. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
reporting on the Consumer 
Price 
Index, said Tuesday that retail food 
costs during 1973 rose 20.1 per cent. The 
December boost was three-tenths of 
one per cent. 
A glance at the m eat counter was all 
it took to confirm the bad news. 
At Shaw’s supermarket chain in New 
England, lean hamburger was selling 
for $1.29 a pound this week. Last week, 
the price was $1.09 a pound and a year 
ago it was 99 cents. That’s an increase 
of about 30 per cent over one year. 
Eugene Owens, the m eat buyer for 
Shaw’s, blamed wholesale price rises. 
“Ifs been nothing but up every day for 
six weeks,” he said. “We held as long 
as we could. And from what we can tell, 
it looks like prices will hold at the 
higher level for the next two or three 
months.” 
A spokesman for Fisher Foods Inc. in 
Cleveland, Ohio, said that in the past 
three weeks ground beef went from 88 
to 98 cents a pound. He said the 
wholesale prices leveled off this week, 
but added: “Everything we’ve heard 
nationally is that prices are going to go 
up until spring.”

New chance for the checkoff 


Another View 


Quite a bit has been made of the 
Internal Revenue Service’s moves to 
simplify this year’s income tax 
forms and instructions. No longer 
will taxpayers have to list names 
and dates 
in 
claiming 
medical 
deductions, or to name groups to 
which they make charitable con­ 
tributions. A separate schedule for 
reporting dividends and interest will 


not be required. And so on, all in the 
name of making it easier to fill out 
the form. 
That is welcome news, but another 
change is of greater significance. 
This has to do with the checkoff 
system whereby the taxpayer may 
designate a dollar to be used in 
financing presidential elections. Not 
only can this be done with regard to 


the 1976 election, but also taxpayers 
who did not check off their dollar last 
year may do so this time around. 
The checkoff system was a bust 
when first tried last year, but this 
new impetus should help to get it off 
the ground. That would be hear­ 
tening, for this method of con­ 
tributing could do much to ease the 
campaign financing problem.

B LISS WAS IT in that dawn of 1966 to 
be alive to tune in, turn on, and drop 
out, maybe by accident from an LSD- 
induced fall from a second-story 
window. The stuff uncorked by Dr. 
Leary 
was 
far 
more 
potent 
for 
hallucination than Aldous Huxley’s half 
a gram of soma. The unfortunate 
doctor, with the help of the Weather­ 
men, escaped from jail and high-tailed 
for Algeria for a rendezvous with 
Eldridge Cleaver, the revolutionary 
Panther, but eventually he was 
coralled by the law again and returned 
to the clink. 
His Brotherhood of Eternal Love, 
meanwhile, had come under the in­ 
vestigation of Sen. Jam es O. Eastland’s

committee. The senator had no call to 
be doing religious research, but it 
seems that one of the tenets of the 
Brotherhood of Eternal Love’s peculiar 
faith was large-scale passport fraud.

Fed 
considerable amounts of the stuff, 
animals have produced offspring with 
deformities—in a manner, so Eastland 
says, that “ resembles the damage done 
by thalidomide.” 
Eastland speaks of “ playing genetic 
Russian roulette.” What a business for 
an organization called the Brotherhood 
of Eternal Love.

A man reaches a peak when his first 
son gets old enough to shovel the snow. 
Next he’ll be big enough to be trusted 
with the power mower and Dear Old 
Dad can add a summer of no grass- 
cutting to the winter of no snow- 
shoveling and the fall of no leaf-raking. 
This is the summit sighted when 
mother first announces that the first­ 
born cleared the light snow from the 
sidewalk by himself for the first time. 
But that joy is more a plateau than a 
peak. 
For a boy willingly undertakes these 
tasks for a very limited number of 
years. 
Soon his excitement at being allowed 
to shovel the snow by himself, his thrill 
at being trusted with the growling 
mower w ill fade. The joy of manly 
chores dims with the arrival of interest 
in sports or girls — or both — or the 
higher motive of performing for pay 
the tasks his parents once granted 
grudingly as a reward for ascending 
boyhood. 
In fairness, be it noted that such 
plateaus are not exclusively male 
domain. Girls may not pursue snow- 
shoveling or grass-cutting — although 
if that’s their pleasure let ’em — but 
they follow sim ilar trails through baby­ 
sitting and dishwashing. The pig-tailed 
cutie who begged for the honor of dish­ 
washing at 8 wails with homework, 
colds, urgent telephone calls and ap­ 
proaching paralysis when offered that 
chance at 15.

TV Viewing

NEW YORK (AP) — Bad news for 
space buffs: The CBS, NBC and ABC 
television networks say they aren’t 
planning live coverage of next month’s 
return of the Skylab 3 astronauts from 
their record stay in space. 
Unless there’s a sudden change of 
mind, it’ll be the first time in 19 of this 
nation’s manned space flights that the 
networks have turned thumbs down on 
live coverage of the now-familiar 
splashdown. 
They’ve missed only one — and not 
intentionally — since Dec. 16, 1965, 
when their tradition of live coverage of 
space homecomings began with the 
return of the Gemini 6 astronauts. 
They had planned live coverage of 
the Gemini 8 splashdown in 1966, but 
were blanked1 (kit when the spacecraft: 
had a serious malfunction and had to 
make an emergency landing in the 
Pacific, far from the eyes of the 
television camera. 
Although a space agency spokesman 
says the networks indicated to him the 
“costs of coverage” were the primary

reason for not televising the return of 
Skylab 3 live, two networks deny this. 
ABC and CBS say the estimated 
$250,000 to $300,000 cost of live network 
pool coverage wasn’t a factor. NBC 
declined to say whether it was. 
All say it simply is a matter of news 
judgement. They’d rather use their 
time, manpower and money on other 
major stories they now feel are more 
important than live coverage of the 
Skylab 3 return. 
If all goes as planned, the Skylab 3 
astronauts, who roared off into space 
Nov. 16, are scheduled to return to 
earth Feb. 8 at 11:14 a.m. EDT. 
The space agency says they’ll splash 
down in the Pacific Ocean about 250 
miles southwest of San Diego and be 
picked up by men and aircraft from the 
helicopter carrier USS New Orleans. 
Unlike the previous 19 homecomings 
from 
space, 
no 
equipment 
for 
satelliting live or videotape pictures of 
the astronauts’ return will be on the 
carrier, the networks say. 


But their television teams, of course, 
will be aboard the ship with other 
newsmen and will videotape the 
splashdown and recovery operations 
and the ceremonies welcoming the as­ 
tronauts home. 
If no major delays develop during all 
this, a Navy aircraft will fly the 
videotape to San Diego for pickup by 
the networks, hopefully in time for 
their regular evening news programs. 
The next manned U.S. space flight 
isn’t scheduled until July 1975. It’ll 
involve not only our astronauts, but 
also those of Russia.

Tire firms 
seeking end 


to controls 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)-Contending 
the energy crisis is causing a decline in 
sales, tire company executives asked 
the Cost of Living Council Tuesday to 
lift price controls from the industry. 
B.F. Goodrich President Patrick C. 
Ross aid the industry is faced with an 
expected 4.5 per cent drop in sales this 
year and noted that tire shipments in 
December were off IO per cent from a 
year earlier. 
He said the main causes were the 
slowdown in auto sales, the gasoline 
shortage and reduced highway speeds. 
“If the energy crisis were a com­ 
pelling consideration in the decontrol of 
the automobile industry, it should be 
even more so in the case of the tire and 
inner tube industry,” Ross said. 
The council has granted the tire 
companies a two-step increase since 
the Phase 4 price controls program 
began. It estimates that price increases 
sought by eight tire companies would 
total $209 million. 
Earlier, the director of the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co., Edward F. Carter, 
said his company estimates that tire 
material costs will rise 50 per cent by 
mid-year over 1972 costs, largely 
because of higher oil prices. 
He said from six to seven gallons of 
oil are needed to manufacture a tire, 
including four to five gallons of raw 
materials and two gallons for energy. 
B.F. Goodrich has proposed a price 
increase of 4.86 per cent and Firestone 
is seeking a price hike of 4.45 per cent. 
Ross said that although Goodrich 
earnings were up in 1973, they were not 
adequate. 
While 
the government’s 
price controls have helped keep down 
tire prices, labor and material costs 
have not been adequately restrained, 
he indicated. 
Guilty plea made

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A 68- 
year-old former newspaper promotions 
manager has turned state’s witness by 
changing his plea to guilty in con­ 
nection with the embezzling of $161,066 
from a charity fund. 
Stanley Dahlman, who was fired 
from The Cincinnati Post last fall when 
the discrepancies surfaced, earlier 
pleaded innocent by reason of insanity. 
His attorney said Dahlman would 
make restitution of $85,000. 
His secretary Mrs. Delores Haynes, 
40, and her husband, Everett, 53, have 
also been indicted in the disappearance 
of Post-Firemen’s Mile of Dimes funds 
between 1970 and 1973.

DECORATING TIPS: 
Fabric shades are a pretty answer to 
a window decorating problem. They 
are easy to install, easy to use, and 
control light, too. If your decorating 
budget is small, cover the shades 
yourself. 
Purchase new shades or use old ones 
that are in good shape. Be sure the 
shade is properly installed and in good 
working order. One tip—when com­ 
pletely rolled up, the fabric covered 
shade will be about twice the size of a 
plain shade. You’ll need to use ad­ 
justable brackets that can be extended 
to hold the large roll. 
Firm, 
closely woven fabric are 
easiest to manage. Trim the selvages 
and press out any folds and wrinkles. 
Do all your work on a firm surface 
such as a large table or a bare floor. 
Unroll the shade leaving 1M> to 2 full 
turns on the roller. Measure the width 
of the shade and the length plus two 
inches to turn under at the bottom. 
Using these measurements, cut and fit 
the fabric to each shade individually. 
Press the fabric again and roll the right 
side of the fabric to the inside of the 
roll. 
Several kinds of adhesives are 
available. White liquid glue mixed with 
and aqual amount of water gives good 
results. Apply the glue with a small 
paint brush. 
Starting at the bottom of the shade, 
snrpad the glue mixture evenly over 
the entire width and about 2 feet of the 
length of the shade. Allowing two in­ 
ches to turn under at the bottom, fit the 
fabric to the shade. Unroll the shade a 
few inches at a time; with your hands, 
press the fabric upward and outward 
onto the glued shade. Continue to glue 
and press until the shade is completed. 
With a small brush, touch up the 
edges of both sides with the glue 
mixture. This assures a good seal and 
prevents the fabric from reveling. Turn 
the shade over and glue the 2-inch 
allowance to the back of the shade. 
Check the entire shade, smoothing 
the fabric firmly with your hands to get 
rid of any air bubbles or loose spots. 
Roll the shade up loosely and let dry 
thoroughly before hanging it in place. 


One last touch is to glue a piece of 
fabric tape over the raw hem edge. 
Now, wasn’t that easy? Inexpensive, 
too!

Testimony heard 
in mass murders

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Dean A. 
Corll, 
alleged mastermind in 
the 
slayings of 27 teenagers, shouted “ kill 
me ... kill me” before he was shot to 
death last August, a witness has 
testified. 
Timothy Kerley, 20, took the stand in 
a pretrial hearing on Tuesday and 
testified he was marked for death at a 
party in Corll’s suburban Pasadena 
home last Aug. 8. 
He said he was saved when Elmer 
Wayne Henley, 17, pulled a gun and 
shot the 33-year-old Corll five or six 
times. 
Henley is to testify today at the 
pretrial hearing, being held in advance 
of Henley’s murder trial in the death of 
Charles R. Cobble, 17. 
Kerley, 
Henley 
and 
Rhonda 
Williams, 15, had passed out at the 
Corll home after sniffing paint and 
drinking beer and liquor. All three 
awoke to find themselves bound and 
gagged. 
“ I had enough sense to be aware that 
I was to be killed,” Kerley testified. 
Henley was released by Corll. Police 
have said Henley told them the other 
two were stripped nude and tied to a 
large plywood board in a bedroom. 
Miss Williams also testified Tuesday. 
But she was allowed to give her account 
behind closed doors in the chambers of 
District Court Judge William Hatten 
because she is a juvenile. 


Kerley testified Corll was about to 
sexually assault him when Henley 
intervened. 
“ Wayne said, 
‘You’ve gone far 
enough, Dean.’ Dean jumped up and 
ran at him with his hands raised and 
said, ‘Kill me, Wayne, kill me.’ And 
that’s what he did,” Kerley said. 
Corll’s death has been ruled self- 
defense. 
“ Wayne said maybe we should just 
leave. I said no, we should call the 
police, and he said okay,” Kerley 
testified. 
The three went out on the sidewalk 
after calling police. Henley then said 
“ he had done that four or five times,” 
Kerley testified. 
Under questioning by defense lawyer 
Will Gray, Kerley said Henley had not 
said he had killed four or five persons, 
but that was what Kerley interpreted 
the statement to mean. 
Henley is charged with six counts of 
murder in the slayings.

This deal comes from the 1966 
Tournament of Champions 
played annually in Deauville, 
France. With Avarelli and 
D’Alelio of Italy North-South, 
and Konstam and Harrison- 
Gray of England East-West, the 
bidding went as shown. 
Gray led the king of spades, 
on which Konstam played the 
nine. Ordinarily, the play of the 
nine—obviously a high-card 
signal—would constitute a 
request for West to continue the 


suit. That is the way almost 
everyone plays, and that is the 
way Gray interpreted the nine. 
But when Gray led another 
spade, D’Alelio ruffed and 
easily made the contract Had 
Gray shifted to a diamond, the 
defense would have won the 
first three tricks to put declarer 
down one. 
Obviously, Gray and Kon­ 
stam were working on different 
wave lengths. Konstam in­ 
tended the spade nine as a 
signal for Gray to shift to a 
diamond—the higher-ranking of 
the two side suits (clubs and 
diamonds). This was in accord 
with the suit-preference con­ 
vention played by Konstam in 
such situations. 
It can be argued that Gray 
should have switched to a 
diamond despite what he 
thought was a come-on signal in 
spades, because he could infer 
from the bidding that South had 
no more spades. 
The answer to this, if we 
accept Gray’s thesis that there 
can be no suit-direction signal 
at trick one, is that Konstam 
was 
commanding 
another 
spade lead because he did not 
want any other suit played. 
But the practical answer is 
that any pair who agree to play 
in a major championship should 
settle in advance the methods of 
defense they plan to use. It is 
unreasonable to expect har­ 
monious results when the 
trombone is playing Sousa and 
the cello is playing Beethoven.

Skiers! Watch Those Muscles! 


Already thousands of people 
are enthusiastically rushing to 
the ski slopes, many overex­ 
tending their bodies after a year 
of rest from skiing. 
Most will return home happy 
and exuberant, while more than 
a few will be delayed for weeks, 
depending on the seriousness of 
their accidents. 
Skiing is an exhilarating 
sport, but it can be a hazardous 
one for novices and experts 
alike who fail to take heed of the 
basic precautions that make 
accidents avoidable. 
It is imperative that skiers 
begin 
the

with 
progressive exercises at home 
in order to condition the 
muscles that have not been used 
for a year. 
As with all other sports there 
must be no compromise with 
good, reliable, safe equipment. 
The investment in good skis, 
well-fitting boots, and safety 
bindings pays off dividends at 
the end of the ski holiday. 
It is most important that 
every skier know his own 
limitations and take on the 
more difficult trails very 
gradually. Horseplay in this 
sport is a dangerous substitute 
for courtesy on the slopes. Rules

to. 
Every injury to the shoulder, 
the wrist, the ankle or the knee 
should be inspected to be sure 
that no fracture is overlooked.

Ziegler becomes operative again

Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (A P) — White House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, a 
survivor of highlevel recommendations 
that he be replaced because he lacked 
credibility, is back confronting the 
media again. 
“ I intend to give more briefings,” 
Ziegler announced Tuesday. He had 
just surprised the White House press 
corps by returning to the press room 
podium after a lengthy absence from 
regular briefings. 
Ziegler’s credibility was shaken last 
year when he declared ‘‘inoperative” 
Watergate-related statements he had 
made over a period of months. 
‘‘Six months is too long to be away 
from my friends in the press,” he told 
White House reporters with whom he 
often has been at odds. 
Ziegler has not appeared regularly to 
brief reporters at the White House 
since last June. As questions about his 
credibility were raised by the press 
corps, key Nixon advisers Melvin R. 
Laird and former Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally suggested that he be 
replaced. 
But Ziegler, a former advertising 
executive with the J. Walter Thompson 
agency, has survived and been given 
added stature as a presidential assist­ 
ant. 
While abdicating the briefing podium 
to his stand-in, Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren, Ziegler has surfaced 
periodically to handle major an­ 
nouncements. He last appeared Nov. 29 
when Warren was ill. 
Some veteran White House reporters 
suspect Ziegler is returning because 
Nixon wants his most trusted press 
man out front now that the serious is­ 
sues 
of 
impeachment 
and 
the 
possibility of more Watergate 
in­ 
dictments are coming to the fore. 
Asked why Ziegler was returning, 


Warren said, “The President thought it 
was a good idea and Ron wanted to do 
it.” 
At a 50-minute Tuesday morning 
briefing, Ziegler faced a barrage of 
Watergate-related questions. 
One reporter asked: ‘‘Do you think 
your credibility has been restored?” 
“ I think credibility is always a 
question that has to be determined by 
the listener,” Ziegler said. He said that 
in speaking for the White House he has 
stated the facts as he knew them to be 
and could speak ‘‘in very good con­ 
science.” 


Asked about a new White House 
directive that all White House aides 
report to him on their contacts to the 
press, Ziegler said the procedure was 
launched because many news stories 
have been quoting anonymous White 
House sources. He said Nixon aides 
now would “ go on the record as much 
as possible except when it is beneficial 
to us or to you.” 
When the briefing was over, the press 
secretary was asked how he liked 
getting back into the fray. 
“ Well, it hasn’t changed much,” 
Ziegler replied. 
Ohio corn planting to increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Crop Reporting Service had good news 
for consumers Tuesday when it 
reported a survey indicated the state’s 
farmers plan to boost 1974 corn plan­ 
tings by 15 per cent. 
Corn is the most important livestock 
feed grain for producing meat, milk 
and poultry. This year’s crop, to be 
harvested in the fall, will be a key to 
those supplies through 1975. 
The reporting service’s survey 
showed an intended corn planting of 3.8 
million acres in 1974, compared to the 
3.3 million last year, while soybean 
acreage will drop 8 per cent from 3.6 
million to 3.3 million acres. 
But officials cautioned that actual 
plantings could be changed by the 
shortage of nitrogen fertilizer. If the 
shortage is acute, corn acreage could 
go down and soybean acreage could go 
up. 
The predicted corn-soybean total was 
7.1 million acres, compared to 6.9 
million acres in 1973. The net increase 
of 200,000 acres was only a small part of 
the 2.5 million additional acres 
released in Ohio for planting by the 
federal government. 
Officials said part of that additional 


acreage went to winter wheat. Ohio 
farmers are expected to increase that 
planting from 755,000 acres to 1.5 
million acres. 
The remaining 1.5 million acres of 
cropland remained undedicated to 1974 
crops at the time of the survey, officials 
said.

Johnson resigned abruptly during a 
contempt of court hearing in the court 
of Common Pleas Judge Eugene 
Puglisi. 
Puglisi cited Johnson for contempt 
last week for failing to notify the court 
that he would not appear for trial in a 
narcotics case. The judge dismissed 
the charges in that case for lack of 
prosecution.
